LONDON, Nov. 11.—As -was to oa ex- 


pected tho recent Koyal Commission, ap- 
pointed to solve the great railroad ques- 
tion, has proved a complete failure and 
the whole country is once more in a state 
of unrest which will probably culminate 
in nnother general railroad strike before 
Christmas. The conservative papers; are 
trying to make it appeajr that the rail- 
road employes are gong back on their 
word to abide by the decision of the com- 
mission, but it appears that no such 
promise was given and besides it is gen- 
erally conceded that ft is absolutely 1m- 
pas"sible for the men to live on tha wages 
they are now receiving, as the coat of 
living- has greatly increased of late. 


The railroad companies point to tho 
fact that they are paying only a very 
small dividend to their stockholders and 
that they cannot possibly afford' to pay 
.higher wages. This- is partly true. The 
fact is, however, that there is in England 
an incredibly large number of railroad- 
directors and high officials who, though 
performing no duties or services what- 
ever, receive big salaries. This is a great 
strain rn the companies. 


The liberal government is taking a very 


nctlvc interest In the situation and vari- 
ous rumors are afloat as to what the gov- 
ernment's plans are.

tional of these rumors is that tho govern- 
ment intends to take advantage of an old

NOVEL CLEARING HOUSE.

Floosevelt docs not resemble the Bishop 
of London in ali respects, but they both I 
believe in large families, and in Turkey, 
I understand, (though this like every- 
thing is disputed), thero are exceptional 
opportunities for enlarging the domestic 
circle. And then thero is an element of 
fatalism about Turkish government, and

up to unheard of prices. 


ADVANCE IN COST OF LIVING. 


Meat already is out of the question for 
a great number of Germans. Green veg- 
etables are so expensive that only the 
middle and upper classes can Indulge In 
them. Potatoes have risen enormously 
In price. The sugar crop has proved an 
entire failure. Milk is rare. Colonial pro- 
duce has become scarce and dearer, ow- 
ing to the increased customs duties. 


In short, everything that the poor man 
requires in order to live has risen in price 
by leaps and bounds, so that, despite the 
stricttst economy ana the manifold re- 
sources of his "hausfrau," he no longer 
can make both ends meet. 


In vain have chambers of commerce, 


merchants' guilds, and workingman's or- 
ganizations appealed to the .government 
to alleviate this condition by temporarily 
breaking down the custom's ^wali sur- 
rounding the empire and permitting frozen 
and tinned meats to be Introduced into 
tho country.

As lie prospered he Increased his 
holdings, until hU possessions comprised 
thousands of acrns, one farm alone cov- 
ering 1800 acres.

The --inhabitants of Shetland are very

The seagulls are the sparrows of Ler-

In the morning you will 
note that a seagull, sits on every chrmn<?y 
pot. Seagulls swoop and hover over every 
roof in town. The air Is full of their 
strange, high, plaintive, haunting cries.

zine, they never mix. The. children in each 
house have a pet name for their own par- 
ticular seagulls, and, having called them ' 
by those names, they feed them every 
day.

The people of the town, if they com« 
across a little pile of rice laid upon Ui« 
roadway, step over It with care. They 
know that it has been placed there for 
some seagull. And at night the seagulls 
leave their appointed chimneypots and lly 
gracefully away to-their resting places 
on the rocks of the Isle of Noss.

The men still go out to the sea, bring- 
ing homo the product of their industry,- 
and still tha women walk hatless abroad,

There is something tike destiny in the 
jjlght of these smooth-haired; 
shawled 
wives with their remarkably long, 'agile 
"weaving" needles—which they coll wires, 
for thev have in no case the same names 
for the simplest things as the-. English 
have — which perpetually, from dawn to 
flight, as it would seem, fly nimbly and 
intricately between the fingers of the 
palm hands that hold them.

set pattern, almost a fixed rule. 
The 
same observations, the same colloquial- 
isms, the. same 'mannerisms; the dress 
that is worn by all; the dinner of one 
is the dinner of every one. 


No slave of fashionable society was 
ever more profoundly subservient to the 
rule of custom; a fashion arising — no 


I fisher could tell you whence — sweeps 
instantly - the . whole fisher -population 
along with it, dominates them, and .keeps 
them still, as in their fathers' days, a 
people apart, living in their own way, 
dying in their own way. 


Their independence is a _very remark- 


alone. Their houses of gray stone, with 
the clean, cool, curtained wirdows looking 
calmly, as their habitants do, into each 
other's face, are their own property; their 
steam drifters are their-own; very pos- 
•s!bly with help from the local financier, 
but their own .nevertheless; and there is 
distinctly a sort of individualistic Social- 
ism, if ..-the - term-will be permitted, 
in

In Soutli Texas, where Mexicans serve 


chiefly In menial capacities, the picking-

The Mexicans, . however, 


do not get the fun out of harvesting of 
the cotton crop that falls to the lot of the 
negro. It Is strictly business with him, 
and the only purpose of himself and fam- 
ily Is to make enough money to -carry 
them back to the Rio Grande border,or iii- 
to Mexico and tide them through the bal- 
ance ;of the year. 


Estimating' the crop at 4,000,000 bales 
this year not more than one-quarter of It 
will be- picked by. tenant farmers and 
their_famille3 and the regular employes of 
the farms. The 8,000,000 .bales remaining 
will be*gatbiered by imported labor, mostly' 
negroes from the towns. The price' paid 
to pickers ranges from 65 cents to'90 cents 
a hundred pounds. Taking tha average 
price ' at 75 cents • it costs J3.T5 to pick 
a bale. The amount of money therefore 
that will have been paid out for harvesting 
the 3,000,000 bales will be about 511,250,000.

that kind of--work. 


It is the lure of the social pleasures 


they enjoy upon the plantations while 
cotton picking is Going on that moves the 
average negro. , Danes are of almost 
nightly occurrence in every community. 
The work 'is Invariably mixed with play. 
During the cotton-picking season til* ' 
country negro preachers flnd their best 
opportunity for making converts and re- 
plenishing their church exchequers. Carnn 
meetings are held In each locality of tho 
cotton growing region while the picking 
season is on.

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No Room for Monopoly Here.

The effort to establish a government department of he'alth. with 


a cabinet officer at its head has all the appearance of a scheme to 
place in a single school the control of all healing activities in the 
country. Apparently- the design is to give the practitioners of this 
particular school a monopoly in the practice of medicine, to a cer- 
tain extent outlaw the practitioners" of all other schools. That 
quackery and charlatanism should be suppressed is undeniable, but 
their suppression should not be made the excuse for injustice or for 
placing undue power in the hands of men committed to any pre- 
scribed formulae or pharmacopoae. Medicine is still far from an 
e^act science. Even the practitioners of what is called, the regular 
school differ among themselves as to methods of treatment and the 
effect of drugs on the human system. 
As the-medical profession 


becomes more enlightened, more scientific, it grows more eclectic 
and more liberal in its estimate of remedies. It would be a step 
backward for the government to commit itself to a single school 
and a certain formula. Science does not. advance by stifling cornpe- 


. titive investigation and independent thinking. Each generation o) 
physicians is required to unlearn what was formerly received as ad- 
mitted facts. The surgeon's knife throws little light on the toxic 
qualities of drugs operating in the human system.

Hence experimentation 
cannot be stopped without arresting. the progressive development 
of the science of medicine.

.Recently the banks of Houston, Texas, gave an-exhibition, of 


public spirit that deserves commendation. Congress appropriated 
$1,250,000 to dredge a twenty-five-foot channel from Galveston to 
Houston on condition that Houston would contribute an equal 
amount for the prosecution of the work. The bonds were voted 'by 
the city, but they could not be sold in the eastern 'market on ad- 
vantageous terms, so the local banks clubbed together, and bought 
the entire issue. As a result of this action the government will be- 
gin dredging out the channel on January 1, 1912. 'When completed 
Houston will be a deep-water port. The spirit displayed by the 
Houston bankers is the spirit that makes cities greatahd prosperous.

Another forward step has been taken, in the. progress. of- Greater 


Oakland by reason of the fact that the recent municipal bond issue 
has been passed upon by the legal firm recognized throughout the 
United States as conclusive authority in such matters, and has been 
declared in every way valid. The significance of this is that the 
bonds are now acceptable in the eastern money marts and, in all 
probability, there will be not the slightest difficulty in disposing of 
the securities; The bonds made valid by this ,opinion are the school 
and auditorium bonds of 1911, of which sales to the extent of $1,033,- 
900 have been made. The money will be almost immediately avail- 
able for purchasing school sites, erecting buildings and for construct- 
ing the municipal auditorium. • Furthermore, the general credit of 
the city is strengthened and industrial enterprises will look with 
"constantly increasing favor upon this community-as the place ifcir 
doing .business on a large and profitable scale.

tense interest taken in the pending municipal election. The Social- 
ist candidate will have to poll a tremendous vote, since all other, ele- 
ments in the city have united against him. Of the 180,000 names on. 
the register, 72,000 are those of women; How they vote will largely

Merchants and 
advertisers generally are reluctant, as.a rule, to place much faith in 
the efficacy of advertising in new journalistic enterprises.

and originator of weird features at an- 
Tiual Bohemian Club jinks, is weary of 
fthe traditional worship of the California 
poppy. 


Whether it may be called leso majeste 


or treason or disloyalty—whatever his 
lack of idolatry 
may 
be—Garnett has 


•washed his hands of the poppy. He will 
not evnn dignify it with the moutn-fllllng, 
^onge-twisting name of eschscholtzla. 


In making; poetic suggestion to the uni- 


versity authorities for a permanent cere- 
imonial at the spring festival, which will 
'be inaugurated next year, he admits that 
'the poppy has a "motive," but that is 
«s far as he will so. 


"Tho fact that it is purely local is to 


'no urged against the 
use* of such an 


absurd motive as that of the California 
poppy," he declares with conviction. "The 
thing to strive for is tha expression of 
; something Calif ornian in terms of the 
•universal, as in the idea of the fog, the 
treezeg and the sun." 


While .spurning the poppy to the depths 


'of his artistic soul, Garnett makes a 
•island for tha beautiful as opposed to 
'the effective and the modern. 


KICKS AT AEROPLANE. 


"For example," says Garnett, In his 


outline of festival ideas, "to have the 
prize poet wafted to Parnassus in a blue 
and gold aeroplane would be most effect- 
ive, but scarcely beautiful." 


The litterateur approves a suggestion 


rwhich has been made of symbolizing- Cal- 
ifornia's fog, sea breezes and sunshine, 
es a form of ceremonial for the festival. 
;.The originator of this Idea was at no 
loss for a concrete representation of these 
•mcst uncertain elements and Tvon the 
admiration of Garnett by proposing that 
the fog bo simulated by gray-clad figures, 
supposedly human, to be dispersed by 
•other figures representing sea ,breezes, 
'the latter actors becoming sunbeams by 
the mere removal of their cloaks. . 


"This might well become a permanent 


; feature," comments Garnott, "because, 
: while distinctly characteristic of Califor- 
•nia, it deals at the same time with things 
elemental. 


IDEAS GALORE. 


"The permanent ceremony might con- 


sist of the singing of a song, composed 
far the purpose, combined with ritualistic 
observance; or of the crowning of the 
victor in a contest of poetry; or it might 
be woven about spmo such idea as the 
cultivation of the Rose of Wisdom, or 
about an image representing Learning, 
Womanhood or California^—a sort of pal- 
ladium which might be kept in the library 
and taken thence on the day of the'spring; 
festival.

"It is Important that the plans sub- 


mitted should provide for costumed par- 
ticipants in such numbers only aa shall 
not render the affair too expensive. 


"Judgment must be exercised to de- 


vice a festival that will not bo too 'ox- 
acting in tho matter of rehearsal. 
Action 


and dances that demand precision should 
be avoided as much as possible, but need 
not bo excluded altogether. Many-women 
students might add to the spectacle In 
processions and masa formations whjch 
would not require rehearsal.

'NOT STRONG FOR SUPERNATURAL.

haired man causes a murmur of greet- 
ing antl expectation.- He walks quickly 
to his place, sits down behind the table, 
folds his hands and awaits ' the Irnrrie"- 
diate silence. 
As he speaks his blue 
eyes'shine with an extraordinary, bright- 
ness, .his fact is -tllumlna^ed and this, il- 
lumination seems to be'-'refiected in the 
faces of his listeners, for his words are 
a call to hope and action. 
Bergson repeats and develops the idea, 
that the capacities of mind, the poten- 
tial possibilities of all individuals are 
the same.
